trial and F red V. Wood. 
“In the p ast 20 years or more

William Edward Hickman, 
con­ 
victed slayer of little Marlon P ark ­ 
er, is before the supreme court of 
California today. 
This august body is called upon 
to decide whether Hickman’s judg­ 
ment of conviction should stand. 
The legal point the highest court 
is to decide Is the interpretation of 
a new statute which is rather un­ 
certain in its provisions. The con­ 
stitutionality of the law Is involved. 


William Edward Hickman entered 
a plea of “not guilty by reason of 
insanity.” He never entered a plea 
of guilty to the charge of murder. 
But the new law provides: “T hat 
the defendant who pleads not guilty 
by reason of Insanity thereby a d ­ 
mits the commission of the offense 
charged—in 
such trial the 
jury 
should return a verdict either that 
the defendant was sane at the time 
the offense was committed, or th at 
he was Insane a t the time the of­ 
fence was committed. 
'If the verdict be that the de­ 
fendant was sane ax the time the 
offense was committed, the court 
shall sentence the defendant as pro­ 
vided by law. 
A Jury found th at Hickman was 
sane at the time he butchered the 
little girl. Soon 
thereafter 
Judge 
Trabucco sentenced him to die on 
the gallows for the murder. 
Hickman never was tried by a 
jury for the murder and a verdict of 
guilty never was returned against 
him. 


The crux of the defense is that It 
I 
is unconstitutional to deprive the 
I 
defendant of the right of trial by [ 
Jury. By this statute, it would ap- j 
pear th at the legislature had de- ; 
prived the accused of the right to 
trial by Jury to decide his guilt or - 
inocence. 
The defense contends 
that 
the 
sentence of Hickman is in violation 
of the constitution which guaran­ 
tees every persons charged with a 
crime the right to a Jury trial. 
The defense 
further 
m aintains 
that under the provisions of this 
new law, the legislature has in ef­ 
fect entered a plea of 
guilty 
for 
Hickman because he Interposed a 
plea of “not guilty by reason of in ­ 
sanity," 
It is the opinion 
of numerous 
prom inent attorneys that the de­ 
fendant, not having entered a plea 
of guilty, cannot legally be sentenc­ 
ed for any crime until he is pro­ 
nounced guilty by a verdict of 
a 
jury.

By HARRY A. WILLIAMS 
President Pacifio Coast League 
Written Expressly for United Presa 
LOS ANGELES, April 2.—Base­ 
ball is here. It is the harbinger of 
pleasant days and easy relaxation, 
and there is not a normal man who 
does not welcome its return follow­ 
ing a winter replete with spirited 
sports, all of them necessarily w ith­ 
in short seasons. 
\ Baseball is something which you 
can watch every day and enjoy. You 
never weary of it. This Is because 
of the sustained competition 
and 
tho endless variety of plays which 
the game makes possible. 
Nobody can compute the hundreds 
of thousands of games of baseball 
which have been played, but It is a 
fact th at no two have been identi­ 
cal, or even similar. The ball novel 
follows the same course. 
What Gives Greatest Thrill 
Somebody asked me what is the 
greatest thrill among 
the 
many 
which baseball has to offer. W as it 
the home run either inside the park 
or over the fence, or the double 
play on a ground 
ball 
w ith 
the 
sphere passed from shortstop to 
second base and from there to first, 
or from second to shortstop and to 
first, with the skill and speed that 
one would not think possible. 
Good infielders handle the 
ball 
with a skill which one would ex* 
pect to find only in billiardists, and 
behind each throw is the power of 
a pugilist delivering a punch. And 
the footwork of a clever infielder 
can be likened only to that of an 
expert tennis player or a boxer. 
There are a score of plays which 
intrigue me, but none more 
com­ 
pletely, than the runner trying to 
score from second on a single 
or 
from first on a double. 
Then there is the situation with 
the bases full aud two strikes and 
three balls on the batsman, with 
one run needed to win in the ninth, 
and everything depending on 
the 
next sweep of the pitcher’s arm and 
the final swing of the batsman. 
Hard to Beat This 
For sheer intensity there is noth­ 
ing in the world which can surpass 
this situation, unless, perhaps there 
is a runner on third with one out 
and one run needed to win in 
the 
ninth and the batsman hits a long 
fly or liner to the outfield. There is 
th j heavy thud of the bat, and the 
bail tills high and far or screams 
on a line to outfielder. 
The outfielder turns his back, or 
as the case may be, sprints to the 
right or the left and spears the ball, 
or rushes In and snags it off his 
aho* laces. W ith the thud of the 
ball in his m itt and the runner on 
third dashes for the plate. 
There 
ensues a contest between the leg 
and the arm —speed versus power 
and accuracy. 
W ith the spring of the base-run- 
ner the outfielder uncoils his arm. 
There can be only 
the 
smallest 
fraction of & second between 
the 
two. Those in the stands strain to 
w atch the speed of the runner, and 
the flight 
and trajectory 
of 
the 
thrown ball which comes in w ith al­ 
most unbelievable apeed and ac­ 
curacy. The catcher braces himself. 
There is a thud and a crash a t the 
plate and the issue is decided 
by 
inches. 
This is one of the reasons that 
we all welcome the cry of "Play 
Ball!'

THE SOVIET DISARMAMENT PRO­ 
POSAL 


It was 
rather an embarrassing 
moment 
when 
Litvinoff. the representative of the Russian Soviet 
government, launched his radical disarmament pro­ 
posal at the meeting of the Preparatory Disarma­ 
ment Commission at Geneva. 
Being supported by 
Germany and Turkey, it was the more disconcerting. 
The New York Times correspondent reports ^that 
it was received with "great breaths of silence.” 
It 
was a challenge to the sincerity of the governments 
represented on the commission. 
It said, "Now, if 
you mean business, let us get down to the bottom 
of things.** 
And the members of the Commission 
who had been working along an altogether different 
line began to feel that they were being maneuvered 
into a false position before the world by the drastic 
proposals of the Russian Soviet government. 
Litvinoff’* plan was to scrap every bit of arma­ 
ment in four years. 
It was to be done in four an­ 
nual installments, and at the end of the period the 
means for waging war would not exist. 
After all, 
he said, without armaments you can have no wars. 
The day following the proposal. Lord Cuthenden, 
the English spokesman, got himself together, and in 
a most frank address questioned the sincerity of the 
Soviet proposal, and even charged that it was a 
sinister attempt to break up the League of Nations, 
of which the Soviet government had always been 
an opponent. 
He saw in the plan, which permitted 
each government to have enough of an army to 
protect its borders, a sly move on the Dart of the 
Soviet government to have a large standing army, 
because the Soviet government had the most ex- 
teasive boundaries of any o f the governments rep­ 
resented on the Commission. 
To this Litvinoff re­ 
plied, pleading the sincerity of his government, and 
pointing out that in his plan provision had been 
made to divide the seas into sixteen zones which 
were to be guarded by the nations bordering on 
these zones. 
It was very evident that there was no disposition 
on the part of the Commission to consider the 
Soviet proposal. 
It will continue along the line 
upon which it started. 
This is to diminish grad­ 
ually, to limit certain aspects of modern warfare, 
and to await a growing idealism among the nations 
to determine policies necessary in a practical world. 
This must be said for the Soviet proposal, that it 
has arrested the attention of the world, and like all 
drastic proposals may have a tendency to speed up 
the movement for disarmament a little faster. 
It is 
a practical world in which we are living, and it is 
hardly to be expected that movement from one point 
to another point cannot be made without traversing 
every intermediate point. 
History and progress is 
ordinarily made by evolution rather than by revolu­ 
tion. 
With the experience of 1917 so close in the 
background, the Soviet government is not so fearful 
of radical movements as are the nations which have 
been developing for many centuries.

I Washington would have aided in deepening the con­ 
viction upon the people of the heinousness of the 
crime.

There is reason why men will keep silent now 
who advised the covering up of the transaction then 
or who were even cognizant of the facts and failed 
to declare them.

the reply that Fall and others can make?

PEACE ORGANIZATION IN THE 
UNITED STATES 


A LIKELY APPOINTMENT 


The World Peace Foundation of Boston lists forty- 
one different organizations in this country which are 
working for international peace. 
These organiza­ 
tions represent endowment* such as the Carnegie 
Endowment 
for International 
Peace, 
the 
World 
Peace Foundation, the American Peace Society, and 
the 
W orld 
Alliance 
for 
International 
Friendship, 
through the churches. Som e of them represent or­ 
ganizations of churches, group agencies, and in­ 
dependent movements of one form or another. 
A 
rather formidable propaganda movement is repre­ 
sented by these different organizations. 
M any of these agencies overlap, and some of 
them, like the American Peace Society, work in­ 
dependently of all the others; but most of them 
co-operate. 
Tons of literature are being circulated 
to inform the people of the country on questions 
of international concern. 
The World Peace Foun­ 
dation publishes a series of booklets each year, 
written by experts familiar with matters of inter­ 
national controversy and international co-operation, 
which are thorough and unbiased. 
Booklets of this 
sort dealing with the Mexican question, the Nic­ 
araguan situation, the conditions In China, and many 
other similar international complications, published 
at a mere nominal price of five cents, have already 
been punished. 
The American Peace Society pub­ 
lishes The Advocate of Peace. 
Many other organ­ 
izations send out speakers; others act as a lobby to 
watch legislation in W ashington; still others issue 
bulletins from time to time in their supporting con­ 
stituencies; still others are engaged in research. 
It would seem that the peace movement is about 
as well organized as any propaganda movement ex­ 
isting in the country. 
It has a direct appeal to a 
very wide and an ever-widening constituency. There 
is nothing in international affairs that escapes the 
scrutiny of some one or more of these organizations. 
It is no wonder that the Army and Navy League, 
and the Defense Committee of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution find themselves so powerless 
to put over a program which runs counter to the 
purpose of all these peace organizations. 
They cut 
down the great navy bill. 
They held back the State 
Department from its aggressive policy in M exico a 
year ago. 
They have kept the Nicaraguan situation 
continually in the limelight. 
We have no hesitation in saying that it is be­ 
coming more and more difficult for the jingo and 
the selfish interests to put things over on the Amer­ 
ican people in the guise of defense or patriotism. 
These organizations in the main represent men and 
women who seek justice 
for 
all 
mankind; 
and 
while intensely loyal to their country, they do not 
intend to sit supinely by while a strong nation un­ 
justly or selfishly bullies a weak nation. 
The hope 
for international understanding and peace depends 
largely upon a well-informed and a high-minded 
public opinion. 
And that is what most of these 
peace societies are engaged in bringing about. 


T hera la nothing quite bo profit­ 
able as a good prophet. 
If we could forecast w ith m eas­ 
urable accuracy th e direction In 
w hich the affairs of our W estern 
civilization are likely to m ove d u r­ 
ing the next fifty years, w e could 
build our business and conduct our 
careers w ith g re ater assu ran ce of 
p riv ate profit and public service. 
I am not foolhardy enough to 
try to play soothsayer to W estern 
civilization, but one m ay safely do 
th e sim pler thing of listin g the 
m ajor prophecies th a t a re being 
m ade regarding o u r civilization. 
F irst, there a re thoee w ho think 
th a t our W estern civilization w ill 
com m it suicide by plunging into 
an o th er W orld w a r w ithin a gen­ 
eration—-either a w orld conflict of 
n ationalities or a w orld conflict of 
races.

■mbits and lite ratu re th at the effort to expel It ha* been greeted, 
h m any ca*es, w ith cries of derision. 
P resid en t Coolidge said th# o th er day: "C onstantly to por- 
ray the failures and the delinquents is grossly to m islead the 
public. 
It breeds an unw arranted sp irit of cynicism .” 
The w riter has seen expressions of contem pt and arg u m en ts 
ag ain st prohibition recently from th e pens of m ost gifted w riter*. 
Dudley Field M alone has been active in a cam paign in favor of 
alcoholic beverages. 
R upert H ughes, G ertrude A therton, and m any 
o th er distinguished w riters have len t th eir nam es to th# effort 
to discredit prohibition. 
They all seem to think th a t conditions are w orse now th an 
they w ere before the abolition cf th* saloon. 
Bootleg liquor, the hidden b ro th er of the liquor traffic, has 
done m uch to discredit prohibition. 
It seem s stran g e for a num ber of people to say th a t th* efforts 
of law breakers a re so succesful th a t law cannot be enforced. 
Is the m ovem ent to suppress alcohol to fail because a w orse 
form of alcohol is involved? 
The law Is broken as all law s are broken. 
W e have had 
law s against m urder and th eft for lo these thousands of y ears and 
people still com m it these crim es. 
It is m anifestly one thing to abolish a crim * and another thing 
to stigm atize It a* Illegal. Because a n evil cannot be suppressed la 
no reason for society to endorse th a t evil. 
Some seem to think we w ould do b etter to have legalized 
liquor traffic and regulate It. 
T he trouble is th a t it never w as 
regulated and never can be regulated. 
It is essentially a law 
breaker. 
I t fundam entally m akes p rofits outw eigh hum an su ffer­ 
ing. 
T hose who have felt the sh arp fangs of th* w olf and the 
indirect m isery caused by It w onder how Its ravages can be 
defended. 
Ju s t as there Is no curse, w ith th e possible exception of w ar, 
so g re a t as the legalized selling of alcohol, so the gestu re of th e 
U nited S tates in placing itself squarely ag ain st it is the g reatest 
m oral gestu re ever made by a self-governing nation. 
T he law w as not put upon u t by tom e outside ty ran t, b u t w as 
the free choice of a free people, and, lf w e m istake not, th e m oral 
sense of th is people will stan d a g ain st alt efforts to bring th eir 
deliberate decision to discredit.
